Twenty-two  IPFW  faculty 
members  have  reasons  to  cele- 
brate, and  not  because  summer  is 
here  The  trustees  of  Indiana 
University  and  Purdue 
/ersity.  in  separate  actions, 
approved  changes  in  title  and  sta- 
tus; effective  July  1. 

Heading  the  list  is  W.  Jeffrey 
Wilson  of  psychological  sciences, 
who  has  been  promoted  to  full 
professor,  the  highest  ranking  a 
faculty  member  can  achieve. 

'It  feels  good.  It's  a  culmina- 
tion of  bard  work."  said  Wilson, 
who  will  not  use  bis  promotion  to 
seek  an  administrative  position, 
preferring  teaching  and  doing 
research. 

Wilson  began  leaching  at 
IPFW  in  the  fall  of  1984.  just  one 
year  after  earning  bis  Ph.D  in 
psychology  at  UCLA  Much  of 
Wilson's  work  is  shared  with  his 
students,  to  who  he  gives  co- 
author credit  when  assisting  with 
publications

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Beering  denies  grievance 


Ryan's  future  still 
uncertain  as  decision 
to  rehire  passes  to 
Wartell,  Scudder

Purdue  President  Steven 
Beering  has  denied  Jack 
Ryan's  grievance  in  a  letter 
written  to  the  members  of  the  griev- 
ance committee,  but  he  also  reaf- 
firmed "IPFW's  right  to  decide 
whom  it  wants  to  appoint  as  associ- 


ate faculty  mem- 
bers." 

In  a  letter  to  the 
grievance  com- 
mittee, Beering 
said,  "With  this 
decision. 
Chancellor 
(Michael)  Wartell 
and  the  Associate 
Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic 
Affairs  may  consider  Mr.  Ryan  for 
reappointment  in  future  semesters." 
According  to  Wartell.  the  deci- 
sion to  rehire  Ryan  is  now  Mary 
Scudder's,  coordinator  of  the 
human  services  department,  and 
Fenwick  English's,  vice  chancellor 
of  academic  affairs.  There  has  not 


been  a  decision  rendered  as  of  press 
lime. 

"I'm  not  going  to  comment  on 
lhal  until  I  talk  to  my  superiors." 
Scudder  said. 

English  said  whether  Ryan  can 
be  rehired  is  still  under  administra- 
tive review  and  that  most  of  ihe  fall 
classes  already  have  faculty 
assigned  to  them.  The  administra- 
tion would  have  to  then  figure  out 
which  courses  needed  an  instructor. 
According  to  English,  Ryan  would 
be  able  to  apply  for  any  of  the 
courses  which  are  open. 

Joseph  Bennett,  vice  president  of 
university  relations  at  Purdue,  said 
it  would  be  inappropriate  for 
Beering  to  demand  that  a  faculty 


member  be  hired  al  IPFW.  He  also 
said  Beering  was  not  asked  by  the 
committee  to  rule  on  any  of  Ihe 
grievances  Filed  by  Ryan. 

Ryan  said  he  was  pleased  with 
Bcering's  ruling,  but  was  disap- 
pointed that  Beering  did  not  direct 
IPFW  to  reinstate  him. 

"I  don't  believe  they've  (Purdue) 
answered  the  questions  raised  in  the 
hearing  ...  basically,  non-tenured 
professors  have  no  rights,"  Ryan 
said. 

Ryan's  future  has  been  at  Ihe 
hands  of  Ihe  university  since  he 
filed  a  grievance  to  be  reinstated  to 
his  former  position  Ryan  was  not 
rehired  as  an  associate  faculty  mem- 
ber after  a  student,  Joyce  Gaines.

lade  an  informal  complaint  to 
Mary  Scudder,  chair  of  the  depart- 
ment of  human  services  about 
remarks  Ryan  allegedly  made  lo 
Gaines 

Ryan  has  said  he  was  informing 
the  class  to  identify  themselves  bet- 
ter during  a  speech  or  ihey  would  be 
remembered  by  how  they  looked. 
Ryan  admits  he  referred  to  Gaines 
as  a  "big,  black  woman"  once. 

Gaines  has  said  Ryan  referred  to 
her  as  a  "big,  black  woman"  on 
three  different  occasions. 

Gaines  remained  silent  and  suf- 
fered media  scrutiny  until  she  called 
The  Communicator,  which  ran  a 
column  that  referred  to  her  criminal 
record.  Gaines  then  sought  a  higher 
power  in  deciding  to  come  forth 
with  her  story  "1  prayed  about  il," 
said  Gaines. 

Beering's  decision  has  reaf- 
firmed Gaines  dedication  to  Purdue, 
although  she  now  attends  St. 
Francis  College.  Gaines  weni  on  to 
say,  "I'm  proud  to  be  a  part  of 
Purdue ...  Purdue  has  never  failed 
me  yet." 

According  to  Beering's  letter, 
Ryan  had  no  rights  to  be  reinstated 
as  an  instructor  on  campus  arid  the 
university  did  nothing  wrong,  con- 
trary to  the  grievance  committee's 
recommendation. 

The  recommendation  said,  "The 
University's  decision  nol  to  reap- 
point Ryan  was  made  in  the  absence 
of  a  pre-deprivation  hearing  and 
thus  violates  due  process."  The  rec- 
ommendation also  said  a  panel 
should  have  been  assembled  to 
determine  whether  or  not  a  violation 
of  the  antibarrassment  policy 
occurred. 

Beering  responded  by  saying,  "I 
have  concluded  that  the  University 
did  not  violate  Mr.  Ryan's  rights  to 
due  process  since  there  was  no 
requirement  lhal  IPFW  conduct  a 
pre-deprivation  bearing  upon  decid- 
ing not  lo  renew  bis  contract." 


St.    Francis  coach  replaces   Piazza

A  new  excitement  reigns  over 
the  men's  basketball  program.  After 
six  weeks  of  carefully  scrutinizing 
and  evaluating  more  than  100  appli- 
cations, officials  have  named  John 
Williams  as  the  new  head  mens 
basketball  coach. 

Williams  comes  to  IPFW  from 
neighboring  St.  Francis  College 
where  he  coached  for  four  seasons 
Compiling  a  59-62  record,  be 
turned  an  also-ran  team  into  a 
National  Association  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  (NAIA) 
achiever.  Last  season  Williams 
guided  the  Cougars  to  a  number  1 7 
national  ranking.  He  also  served  as 
the  athletic  director  while  al  St. 
Francis , 

"Me  and  my  family  are  very 
excited  about  being  here."  Williams 
said  "We  are  looking  forward  to 
something  really  big  " 

Williams  said  the  opportunity  to 
be  associated  with  one  of  the  coun- 
try's premier  NCAA  Division  II 
conferences  was  one  thing  that 
excited  him  about  coming  to  IPFW 
Uvcr  the  past  three  seasons,  the 
Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  has 
been  rated  as  one  of  the  most  com- 
petitive conferences  in  the  nalion. 

The  road  will  not  be  easy  With 


the  end  of  Ibis  years  recruiting  sea- 
son looming  on  tbe  horizon, 
Williams  knows  that  he  has  a  great 
amount  of  work  to  do. 

"1  will  be  very  busy,"  he  said,  "I 
have  to  hit  tbe  road  and  do  some 
recruiting." 

A  fact  that  makes  Williams' 
recruiting  task  a  bit  easier  is  that  a 
few  of  his  former  players  from  St. 
Francis  may  follow  him  to  play  for 
the  'Dons. 

"There  will  probably  be  a  few 
players  who  will  transfer," 
Williams  said. 

Due  to  NCAA  regulations,  the 
coach  could  not  elaborate  or  discuss 
specific  players.  However,  he  did 
indicate  that  he  sees  a  need  for 
quicker,  stronger  players  who  can 
"play  above  the  rim  " 

"We  are  going  to  get  the  ball  up 
and  down  the  floor,"  Williams  said. 
"We  will  press  and  make  teams 
play  the  whole  94  feet." 

Williams  began  his  coaching 
career  as  an  assistant  at  Ball  State 
University  in  1982  In  1985  he 
moved  to  NCAA  Division  III 
Earlham  College  to  serve  as  head 
coach  He  served  at  Earlham  until 
1989  when  he  look  a  NCAA 
Division  I  assistant's  position  under 
Head  Coach  Steve  Yoder  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin-Madison. 

The  Richmond,  Ind.  native  grad- 


uated from  Richmond  High  School 
in  1977.  He  garnered  first  team  ali- 
conference  and  honorable  mention 
all-state  honors  in  his  senior  season 
as  he  helped  ihe  Red  Devils  lo  a  20- 
5  record. 

Williams'  collegialc  playing 
days  were  spent  al  Ball  Slate  where 
he  helped  lead  the  Cardinals  lo  its 
first  NCAA  Tournament  appear- 
ance. He  was  a  ihree-iimc  All-Mid- 
Amcrican  Conference  honorable 
mention  selection  and  was  inducted 
into  the  BSU  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 
in  1992. 

The  father  of  two  children. 
Nicholas  (5)  and  Chezni  (2). 
Williams  said  that  possibly  the  most 
difficult  aspect  of  his  move  lo 
IPFW  may  be  convincing  his 
daughter  the  school's  mascot,  "Don 
the  Mastodon,"  isn't  really  all  that 
frightening. 

Williams  officially  begins  his 
coaching  dunes  on  July  1,  1996.

Braveheart'  a  video  must

As  the  68lb  annual  Academy 
Awards,  one  bonoree  stood  out 
among  the  rest,  one  film,  possibly 
one  man.  The  1995  Best  Picture 
Academy  Award  was  awarded  to 
"Braveheart,"  (surprisingly  the  only 
R-raied  movie  nominated)  while  its 
leading  man,  actor  Mel  Gibson, 
received  Best  Director. 

This  Ihree-hour  epic  adventure  is 
a  terrific  film  about  a  man  named 
William  Wallace  (Gibson)  who 
risks  everything  in  bis  life  to  claim 
freedom  for  bis  homeland  of 
Scotland.  The  King  of  England 
reigns  over  the  land  as  an  evil,  con- 
niving dictator  who  mistreats  the 
people  of  his  surrounding  villages. 

Among  his  many  disturbing 
laws,  one  slates  that  any  newly-wed 
woman  must  sleep  with  him  on  her 
wedding  night:  she  will  then  be 
returned  to  her  husband  the  pro- 
ceeding day  If  the  law  were  noi 
obeyed,  the  man  would  be  killed 


and  the  woman  raped  and  beaten. 
The  villagers  are  terrified,  yet 
nobody  dares  lo  defy  the  king. 

The  desperate  villagers  longed 
for  a  leader  to  liberate  them. 
Wallace  was  the  man  that  would 
make  it  happen.  In  the  beginning, 
Wallace  withdraws  from  violence 
as  a  result  of  having  witnessed  his 
father's  murder  as  a  child  He 
refuses  to  be  a  pan  of  any  fighting. 
He  is  a  simple  villager  who  longs 
for  a  normal  life  with  a  wife  and 
children 

When  his  wife,  whom  he  secret- 
ly married  in  order  lo  defy  the 
king's  law.  is  suddenly  attacked 
and  murdered,  he  longs  desperately 
to  gain  revenge  and  freedom  for  his 
people 

In  a  drastic  turnaround,  he 
becomes  a  legendary  warrior  of 
immeasurable  heights  who  will  not 
stop  until  freedom  is  won. 

"Braveheart"  is  a  movie  that 
contains  explicit  violence    The 


entire  movie  is  filled  with  magnifi- 
cently filmed  fighting  scenes. 
However,  Gibson's  portrayal  is 
unbelievable  as  a  character  who 
went  from  a  kind,  loving  man  to  a 
freedom-fighting  beast.  His  shouls 
of  anguish  and  revenge  stand  out 
among  those  belonging  to  the  thou- 
sands of  others  who  take  part  in 
battle. 

The  film  is  of  universal  texture. 
Ii  contains  romance,  comedy, 
action  and  history  Filled  wiih 
many  unexpected  events,  il  is  full 
of  betrayal  and  sadness.  The 
amount  of  suspense  it  entails  is 
unbelievable  Splendid  music,  cos- 
tumes and  scenery  welcome  the 
viewer  lo  enchanted  Scotland 
where  the  many  intriguing  scenes 
occur  With  all  the  pails  brought 
together.  "Braveheart"  is  an 
astounding  film  that  audiences  will 
enjoy.

Luyendyk  speeds  to  "500" 

Arie  Luyendyk,  the  only 
former  winner  entered  in  this  year's 
Indianapolis  500,  shattered  the 
track  speed  records  on  Sunday. 

A  four-lap  average  speed 
of  236.986  miles  per  hour  topped 
the  record  set  by  pole  position  win- 
ner Scott  Brayton.  Luyendyk 
recorded  a  fast  lap  of  237.498  mph 
during  the  record- setting  run.  He 
will  start  the  80th  running  of  Ihe 
historic  race  from  the  inside  of  the 
seventh  row  in  21st  position. 

Race  rules  allow  qualifica- 
tion for  the  pole  position  to  take 
place  only  during  the  first  day  of 
qualifying.  This  is  the  17lh  time 
that  the  fastest  qualifier  has  been 
ineligible  for  die  pole  position.  Tbe 
most  recent  occurrence  was  in  1991 
when  Rick  Mecrs  won  the  pole,  but 
Gary  Beltenhausen's  second  day 
qualifying  speed  was  the  fasiest  in 
the  field. 


Chargers  running  back  pre- 
sumed dead... 

Tragedy  has  struck  once 
again  for  the  San  Diego  Chargers. 
After  dealing  with  die  death  of  line- 
backer David  Griggs  last  season, 
the  team  now  faces  the  apparent 
death  of  running-back  Rodney 
Culver. 

Culver  and  his  wife, 
Karen,  were  listed  on  the  passenger 
manifest  of  ValuJct  Airlines  flight 
592  that  crashed  in  the  Florida 
Everglades  Saturday.  Neither  of  die 
Culver's  two  daughters,  aged  two 
years  and  15  months,  were  listed  as 
passengers  on  the  plane. 

Federal  air  safety  experts 
and  emergency  workers  have 
expressed  doubt  at  the  possibility  of 
survivors.  The  plane,  which  took 
off  from  Miami  and  was  headed  lor 
Atlanta,  carried  104  passengers  and 
five  crew  members, 

Culver,  who  played  col- 
lege football  at  Notre  Dame,  was 


viewed  as  the  running  back  of  the 
future  for  the  Chargers  after  the 
team  released  Natron  Means  last 
season. 


Marlin  fishes  out  a  no-no... 

Florida  left-hander  Al 
Leiter  pulled  off  a  pair  of  firsts 
Sunday  as  he  threw  the  season's 
first  no-hitter.  It  was  also  die  first 
no-hitter  thrown  by  a  Marlin' s 
pitcher  in  die  team's  brief  history. 
Leiter,  known  for  his  ten- 
dency to  be  a  bit  wdd  on  the 
mound,  struck  out  six,  walked  two 
and  hit  one  batter.  He  threw  103 
pitches,  60  for  strikes. 

It  was  the  first  no- hitler  in 
the  majors  since  Ramon  Martinez 
held  the  Marlins  without  a  hit  last 
July  14.  Leiter  is  the  first  southpaw 
to  throw  a  no-no  since  Kenny 
Rogers  of  Texas  pitched  a  perfect 
game  against  California  on  July  20, 
1994.
